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Board Vetoes Petitions | 
For Lupine Construction 


Four rulings were released by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals this 
week, two of them negative. 

The board ruled against the 
petition of William and Mildred 
M, Turner, 19 Downing St., for a 
variance to permit construction of 
two apartment houses at 49 Lupine 
Rd, where there would not be 
sufficient area for setback regula- 
tions to be observed, 

Pointing out that apartments are 
not permitted in industrial dis- 
tricts, the board further said that 
in its opinion the lot was too small 
and not suitable for the buildings 
planned, 

Denied also was a second request 
from the same couple for permis- 


sion to construct an industrial 
building at the street line, The 
board did leave the way open for the 
Turners to seek permission to 
build closer to the street than the 
30 feet required in present zoning 
rules, by noting that some other 
buildings in the area are within 
20 feet of the street. 


The board amended a previous 
decision, correcting the acreage 
stipulations in a variance which it 
had approved permitting Harry 
Axelrod to construct a three par 
golf course and small ski and 
skate area as recreational facili- 
ties at Rolling Green Motor Hotel, 
At that time Axelrod reported he 
had holdings of 40,60 acres forthe

Section 3, Composition, Term of Office, Powers, Duties: 

The number of members comprising any board or committee, their term of office 
and that of all Town officers, the powers and duties of all such boards and committees 
and officers, shall be such as are provided by general or special statute of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts or by these by-laws or vote of the Town, and in the 
absence of such provision by the authority appointing the particular board or com= 
mittee or officer. 

(a) Finance Committee: At the Annual Town Meeting the Moderator shall appoint 
seven registered voters of the Town to be members of the Finance Committee, who 
Be hold office for three years, staggered terms, and until their successors are 
cnosen, 

Upon adoption of this by-law, the Town Moderator shall appoint three (3) members 
for terms of three (3) years; three (3) members for terms of two (2) years; and 
one (1) member for a term of one (1) year, and each year thereafter, members to 

. fill such terms as do expire, The Committee shall elect annually a member to serve 
as Chairman, 

The Finance Committee’s duty shall be to investigate the cost of maintenance of the 
different departments of the Town, and to recommend in detail the amounts to be 
appropriated for each department for the ensuing year. 

In order to obtain such information and conduct such investigation as it may consider 
necessary to the proper discharge of its duties, the Committee may cause to have 
brought before it by the Town Manager any of the Town officials or books and papers 
held by such officials, 

(b) Planning Board: 

Sub-Section 1, Membership: The Planning Board shall consist of five members, appointed 
by the Town Manager subject to the approval of the Board of Selectmen, to serve for 
a term of five years, One term shall expire each year, to be filled by appointment 
in the manner described above, Vacancies occurring in the Board shall be filled as 
oe in Chapter 41, Section 81-A of the General Laws, as from time to time 
amended, 

The Board shall elect annually a chairman and clerk from its own number, No mem~ 
ber of the Board shall represent before such Board any party in interest in any matter 
pending before it, 

Sub-Section 2, Duties and Procedures: The duties of the Board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter 41, Sections 81-A to 81-GG of the General Laws, as from time to 
time appearing, and further to consider and advise upon municipal improvements 
either at the request of other officials of the Town or upon its own initiative, It may 
consider, develop, and maintain a comprehensive town plan, including recommenda= 
tions as to capital expenditure therefor, with special attention to main ways, land 
developments, zoning, playgrounds and parks, and sites for permanent school plants. 
The Board shall meet at regular intervals and may hold other meetings at such times 
as it deems fit, It shall at all times have access, for purposes within the scope of 
its duties and authority, to public documents or public information in the possession 
of any town official or department, It may incur expenses necessary to the carrying 
on of its work within the amount of its annual appropriation, 

Sub=section 3, Advisory Referral: 

A, Intent 

Advisory referral to the Planning Board of the matters listed below is intended to 
further the purposes of comprehensive town planning in Andover by advising the 
Town on the relationship of proposed actions on such matters to the existing and 
future distribution and characteristics of population, to the existing and future systems 
of public facilities provided by various levels of government, to the expected patterns 
and volumes of traffic, and to any other regulations, facts, or proposals affecting 
the use of land. 

B, Advisory referral with report required 

The following matters shall be referred to the Planning Board in writing at least 
30 days before final action is taken and no final action shall be taken until either 
the Planning Board has reported to the Selectmen thereon in writing or 30 days 
have elapsed without such report, 

(1) Disposal of any municipally owned land, including tax-title land and land owned 
by municipal authorities. 

(2) Any plan for the construction, alteration, relocation or discontinuance of a public 
way. 

(3) Any offer by any public or semi-public body or by a public utility to convey to 
the Town any rights to land, 

(4) Acquisition of land or the proposed use of municipally owned land for any municipal 
purpose or for the use of any municipal authority, including general location plans 
for the extension or relocation of municipal utilities. 

(5) Plans for the construction or rehabilitation of public buildings, or for the re- 
habilitation of existing buildings for public purposes; and for monuments or other 
similar features, The review may include building plans and plot plans, including the 
development and treatment of the grounds surrounding buildings. 

C, Advisory referral for information, no report required, 

The following matters shall be referred to the Planning Board for information pur- 
poses: 

One copy of any technical study or report prepared for any agency or department 
of the Town which involves (1) projection of the future numbers or characteristics 
of the population of the Town, (2) projection of the future volumes or characteristics 
of traffic in the Town, (3) projections of the future uses of land or similar matters 
related to the growth of the Town, (4) proposals for expenditures for new construc= 
tion in excess of $100,000, 

Sub-Section 4, Validation: 

Failure to comply with, or defective compliance with, Section 3 (B) above shall not 
affect the legal validity or force of any of the matters therein stated if at any time 
the Planning Board in writing waives such non-compliance or defect, 

Section 4, Multiple Offices: Except those officials listed below, any person elected or 
appointed to any office shall be eligible, during his term of office, for election or 
appointment to any other Town office, board, commission or committee, 

(a) Persons ineligible for multiple offices: 

Members of the Board of Selectmen 

Members of the School Committee 

Members of the Finance Committee 
(b) Town Accountant; The Town Accountant shall not be eligible to:hold the office of 
Town Treasurer or Town Tax Collector, 

ARTICLE IV: Matters Involving Town Monies: 

Section 1, Fiscal Year: The fiscal year of the Town shall be from January 1 to December 
31. 

Section 2. Town Manager: The Town Manager shall be the Chief Fiscal officer of the 
Town of Andover and as such shall have all the powers and duties conferred upon 
him by the Town Charter and the statutes of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 

Section 3, Warrant: All articles in any warrant involving the expenditure, appropriation, 
raising or borrowing of money, including all current expenses and all special appro- 
priations of any sort whatever, shall be referred to and considered by the Finance 
Committee, 

Section 4, Inter-department Services: No Town department shall perform services for 
another Town department unless a regular charge is made for the same, and all 
questions relating to the adjustment of any differences between different departments, 

in which the expenditure of money is involved, shall be referred to the Town Manager, 
whose decision shall be final, 

Section 5. Spring Grove Cemetery: The Treasurer may accept from time to time such 
monies or property as may be received by the Town for the perpetual care of lots, 
and for feowers for such lots, in Spring Grove Cemetery, 

ARTICLE V: Contracts; Town Property, Real and Personal; 

Section 1. Execution of Instruments: Whenever it shall be necessary to execute any 
deed or bill of sale, or any’other instrument by way of conveyance, the same shall 
be executed in the name and on behalf of the Town by a majority of the Selectmen, 
or by all of them if the Town so votes in a particular instance; but the Selectmen may 
delegate all such authority to the Town Manager, provided such delegation is not 
inconsistent with a vote of the Town or with law, 

Contracts for the purchase of services or supplies shall be executed in the name 
of the Town by the Town Manager, 

ARTICLE VI: Lawsuits and Claims By and Against the Town; The Town Manager shall, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, have authority to prosecute, defend or compromise

ARTICLE XI: Licenses and Permits: 

Section 1, Earth Removal: Anything in any other by~law of this Town to the contrary 
notwithstanding, no person shall remove for purpose of sale any soil, loam, sand or 
gravel from any land not in public use in any part of the Town without first obtaining 
written permit therefor from the Board of Selectmen after a public hearing at which 
all interested persons shall be given an opportunity to be heard, At least twenty days 
notice of the time and place of such hearing shall, at the expense of the applicant for 
a permit, be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town, : 

(a) Before granting any such permit the Board of Selectmen shall give due considera= 
tion to the location of the place from which it is proposed to remove soil, loam, sand 
or gravel, to the general character of the neighborhood surrounding such location and 
to the effect of the proposed removal on such neighborhood, to the amount of noise, 
dust and vibration likely to ‘result from the proposed removal, to the extent, depth 
and contour of the location and surrounding neighborhood from which such removal is 
proposed, to the general safety of the public on the public ways giving access to and 
in the immediate vicinity of such location and to the use which such location has been 
put prior to the application for a permit, No permit granted by the Board of Selectmen 
shall be valid for a period in excess of three years from its date of issue, 

(b) As a part of and as set forth in any such permit the Board of Selectmen may im~ 
pose such reasonable restrictions and conditions on the exercise of the permit as 
they deem to be in the public interest, including but not limited to the following: 
(a) the duration of time during which the permit may be exercised; (b) the extent, 
depth and contour of the area of removal; (c) the grade of the slope of the banks of 
the area of removal; (d) the proximity of such removal to any public way; (e) the hours 
of the day during which such removal may be permitted; (f) the hours of the day during 
which vehicles may be loaded with soil, loam, sand and gravel and the hours of the day 
during which such loaded vehicles may be permitted to leave such location; (g) the 
use of covers over the soil, loam, sand or gravel loaded in vehicles for removal 
from the area; (h) the shoring and reinforcement of the banks of any excavation; and 
(i) the replacement of top soil and the replanting of the area of removal and screening 
the same from public view, 

(c) This by-law shall not apply to the removal of soil, loam, sand or gravel incidental 
to and reasonably required in connection with the construction on the premises of any 
building for which a permit has been issued by the Inspector of Buildings, 

Section 2. Taxis, Express Carriers, etc.: All owners and drivers of public conveyances 
of all kinds that may be used for public hire or for carrying express and baggage 
within the limits of the Town shall be licensed by the Selectmen, under such conditions 
as they may determine, 

Section 3, Junk Dealers: The Selectmen may, as provided by Section 29 of Chapter 102 
of the Revised Laws of Massachusetts as amended by Section 18 of Chapter 291 of the 
Acts of 1918, license suitable persons to be collectors of, dealers in, or keepers of 
shops for the purchase, sale, or barter of junk, old metals or secondhand articles, 

Section 4, Obstruction of Sidewalks and Ways: 

(a) The Town Manager may grant a written license to any person to occupy or obstruct 
a sidewalk for a limited time for the more convenient erection, alteration, or repair 
of a building, and he may in his discretion require the person to whom such license 
is given to furnish a satisfactory bond to the Town to hold it harmless from all claims 
for loss or damage arising from such occupancy or obstruction, Whenever any side= 
walk becomes obstructed under such license, the person doing the work or causing 
the same to be done shall place a good and convenient temporary walk around such 
obstructions when ordered to do so by the Town Manager or other officials having 
charge of the public streets, 

(b) No person shall put, place, or pile wood lumber, stones, or other materials within 
the limits of any public street or way within the town, without written permission of the 
Selectmen, 

Section 5, Bowling Alleys: The Selectmen may, pursuant to General Laws, Chapter 136, 
Section 4B, grant licenses for the operation of bowling alleys on the Lord’s Day be= 
tween the hours of one and eleven post meridian, 

Section 6, Elevator Inspection; The Selectmen may require all elevators to be inspected 
periodically by the Building Inspector or by someone designated by the Board of 
Selectmen, and may charge such fee for each inspection as they deem appropriate, 

ARTICLE XII: Miscellaneous By-Laws: 

Section 1, Disorderly Conduct: No person shall behave in an indecent or disorderly 
manner, or use profane, indecent, or insulting language, in any public place, or on 
any sidewalk or street in the Town,

his duties shall enter upon the premises of another with the intention of peeping into 
the windows of a house or spying upon in any manner any person or persons therein,

alone or with others near, on any sidewalk or in any public place, in such manner as 
to obstruct a free passage for travellers thereon, or loiter on any sidewalk or street 
after having been requested by a Police Officer to move on. 

Section 4, Coasting: No person shall coast or slide on any sled or other like vehicle in 
or upon any public sidewalk or street or way in the Town except at such times and 
in such places as may from time to time be designated by the Chief of Police, 

Section 5, Swimming: No person shall bathe or swim in waters within the Town so as 
to be exposed in a nude state to the view of any persons passing or being on any 
street or railroad or in any dwelling house, 

Section 6, Fires; Games; Throwing Objects: No person shall make any bonfire or other 
fire, or play at any game, or throw stones or snowballs, or other missiles, in any, 
public street or way in the Town, 

Section _T, Hunting: There shall be no hunting within the Town, except by prior written 
permission of the owner of the land on whose property the hunting is to be done, In 
no event shall a hunter discharge a gun within 1000 feet of the property line of a lot 
on which stands a structure customarily occupied by persons for any use, 

Section 8, Wells: Owners of land whereon is located an abandoned well or a well in use 
shall either provide a covering for such well capable of sustaining a weight of three 
hundred. pounds or shall fill the same to the level of the ground, Any one violating this 
by-law shall be subject to a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than 
five hundred dollars, 

Section 9, Interference with Snow Plowing: Pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 40, Section 22 (d), the Selectmen may adopt rules and regulations regarding 


the towing and removal of illegally parked automobiles and automobiles impeding the 
removal of snow and ice, 


Section 10, Littering or Defacing Property:

In 1709, Michel Brisseau, a 
Frenchman, distinguished between 
glaucoma and cataract. But not 
until 1808 was the true nature of 
glaucoma described by Jacques de 
Boron de Wenzel.

How Much Control? 


We can’t help wondering if the state isn’t backing into 
a solution of the numerous problems that beset consumers 
who are ignorant of retail sales techniques.

Massachusetts Consumers and, among 
doubling their efforts .o get favorable legislation this 
year on consumer protection measures, particularly one 
which would set up regulation of retail-installment sales 
interest rates, 

There can be no doubt that some retailers do tax the 
consumer who buys on time. In his eagerness to have a 
new TV or a freezer or a suite of furniture, the unwary 
customer may agree to stiff credit terms. In some in- 
the interest rates are undoubtedly purposely 
involved for the

high because considerable risk is 
“‘lender’’ who sells indiscriminately to persons who 
couldn’t get unsecured bank credit for the same purpose. 

It is easy to agree that retailers should be required to 
explain the fine print in their sales contracts, whether in 
person or in a brochure that spells out exactly what is 
what in language stripped of legaleze. And this means 
computation of interest rates on a percentage basis. 

But we have great reservations about legislation that 
would establish maximum interest rates for credit issued 
on retail sales. Can we continue to purport that we believe 
in individual freedom if we continue to move toward con- 
trol of virtually every aspect of human existance? We can 
cast the state in the role of a bureaucratic ‘‘mother’’, 
perpetually at work to protect her more improvident 
children from meeting the world head on. But is this the 
answer? 

The debate about consumer protection seems to illus- 
trate graphically something this newspaper pointed out 
editorially several weeks ago — our educational system 
has failed to give students sufficient background in the 
study of basic economics. Graduates with some under- 
standing of business and banking would be equipped to 
figure the interest rate on retail credit sales, relate them 
to the rates on other types of credit and evaluate a poten- 
tial purchase with this information in hand. We can think 
of no more certain way to eliminate retail credit abuses 
than to eliminate the naive consumer. 

For the short haul, legislation requiring full and under- 
standable disclosure of the terms of a credit contract and 
the widespread dispersal of consumer education informa- 
tion appears necessary. 

But for the long haul, we recommend a sound grounding 
in economics beginning with simple introductions of the 
subject in elementary school and including, before high 
school graduation, specific attention to consumer educa- 
tion information.

Q, Last year I worked for two 
companies and paid too much into 
Social Security. How can I get a 
refund on this? 

A, If the total amount withheld 
for Social Security was over 
$174.00 anything over that amount 
can be ‘credited against your 
income tax liability, On your tax 
return, form 1040, enter the excess 
Social Security Tax withheld on line 
17, showing the amount separately 
and write ‘‘F,I,C.A.”* to the left 
of the entry, This excessis used to 
reduce your balance due, if thereis 
one, or added to your refund. 


Q, Each of my kids earned 
several hundred dollars last 
summer, Do they have to file re- 
turns on that income or dol include 
it with my own? They are 14 and 
16 years old. 

A, A return must be filed by 
each person who earns $600.00 or 
more a year, In the cases you cite 
if they earned less than $600.00 no 
return is required of either of your 
children, Since you yourself did not 
earn this income, it should not be 
included on your return, 

However, your children may 
want to file a return if any income 
tax was withheld from their wages. 
A refund cannot be obtained unless 
a return is filed, 


Q. My wife turned 65 years of 
age on March 1, 1965, On October 
16, 1965 she passed away, Am I 
entitled to file a joint return for the 
year 1965? If so, how many exemp-= 
tions may I claim? (I am 63 years 
of age.) 

A, Yes, you are entitled to filea 
joint return for the year 1965, You 
may claim three exemptions on 
your return; one for yourself and 
two for your deceased wife inas- 
much as she was over 65 years of 
age before she passed away. 


Q. Do I have to pay tax on my 
Social Security pension? 

A, No, Social Security benefits 
are not taxable income, 


Q. My wife and lareconsidering 
filing separate returns, Can 
I itemize deductions while she 
takes the standard deduction? 

A, No, Married couples filing 
separately must handle their 
deductions the same way, If one 
itemizes the other must too, In 
other words both must itemize or 
both take the standard deduction, 
Further, the same type of standard 
deduction must be claimed by each, 
If one takes the minimum standard 
deduction so must the other,

A western sandpiper that should 
have been in Venezuela, but pre- 
ferred Cape Cod’s outer beach, 

A gadwall (duck) that should 
have been in Georgia, but was in 
the marsh at Arcadia Wildlife 
Sanctuary in Easthampton, 

A black-crested titmouse that 
normally would have been along 
the Rio Grande River in Texas, 
but chose to winter at a Weymouth 
feeding station, 

A rock wren that should have 
been in southern Arizona, but is 
living near Andrews Point in Rock= 
port, 

These were among unexpected 
birds that appeared in the Massa= 
chusetts Christmas bird count 
which ended in early January. 

To complete the census, which 
occurred between Dec, 21 and 
Jan. 2, birders trudged around in 
weather that ranged from bitter 
cold and high wind on Dec, 26 to 
balmy breezes that pushed the 
temperature to 61 degrees on Jan. 
at 

In the Northampton district 
where birders worked within the 
traditional 15=mile-radius circle 
on Jan, 1, the gadwall at Arcadia 
marsh established a new Christ= 
mas season record for the species, 
Gadwalls pass through Massachu= 
setts each Autumn but their num= 
bers in New England always are 
small, Prof. Samuel A. Eliot of 
Northampton, the dean of Connect= 
icut Valley birders, said atentative 
search of the records indicated 
that no gadwall had been reported 
on previous censuses in the area, 
dating to 1934, 

Prof, Eliot found the 56-degree 
weather for the Northampton count 
pleasant but disappointing: ‘*Un= 
fortunately,’” he said, ‘‘the ground 
had thawed so thoroughly that I 
was unable to drive to an area 
where I knew a flicker to be 
wintering, Therefore, I could not 
add it to the list.”’ 

Prof, Eliot did, however, find 
a great blue heron which is rare 
for the Christmas season in the 
Northampton area where a hard 
freeze usually has _ rendered 
streams and marshes inhospitable 
to wading birds,

Inland birding is somewhat 
rougher than coastal bi rding, 
largely because of the scarcity 
of open water, For instance, Mr. 
and Mrs, Allen Muir of Smith's 
Ferry, Holyoke, devoted the day 
to inspecting two miles of the 
Connecticut River and bordering 
uplands and found only 20 species. 
For equal effort a coastal birder 
might have gotten twice the nume~ 
ber, Among the birds seen by the 
Muirs was a boreal chickadee, a 
species from the far north that is 
almost an accidental here, 

Robie Hubley, director of the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society’s 
Arcadia Sanctuary, found 22 
species, He spent the day walking 
the sanctuary. 

Allen H, Morgan, executive vice 
president of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, saw at the Cape 
the first western sandpiper seen 
in Massachusetts in the Yule sea~ 
son, Two small flocks of house 
finches, totalling 21 birds, were 
seen in Orleans and Eastham and 
another house finch flock was seen 
earlier on Cape Ann, The house 
finch is a western bird, now 
established in the New York City 
area and apparently spreading into 
New England, There were no black= 
crowned night herons on Cape Cod 
which in the past was animportant 
wintering ground, Many naturalists 
believe that pesticides have almost 
wiped out the species in New 
England, 

The rock wren at Rockport now 
is a famous bird, having spent al- 
most two months on Cape Ann, 
How it got there is a mystery, It 
may be the first rock wren ever 
seen alive and free east of the 
Mississippi River. It is a reluctant 
flier and seems unlikely to have 
flown here, There are rumors 
that it arrived in a boxcar of grain, 
but it is aninsect eater accustomed 
to finding insects under rocks and 
probably could not make a living 
in a grain car, It is even more 
unlikely that it is anescaped cage~ 
bird, since it would be difficult 
to keep alive in a cage and not 
interesting enough to be considered 
cagebird material, =-
